RILKENNY, Tuesday. 


ENTENCE of eighteen months’ imprison- 
S ment, with hard labour, was passed at 

Kilkenny Circuit Court to-day on John 
‘C. J. Murphy, solicitor, who pleaded guilty 
to embezzling moneys levied by him on foot 
of Court decrees while he occupied the posi- 
tion of Under Sheriff of the county. 

Captain Redmond, Barrister-at-law (in- 
structed by Dr. M. J. Crotty, State Solicitor) 
represented the State, and the accused man 
was represented by Mr. Bacon, Barrister-at- 
Law (instructed by Mr. F. J. Clohosey, 
solicitor). 

Mr. Bacon, in a strong plea for clemency, 
said that the case presented features that 
were unusual in cases of the kind. There 
was nothing in the nature of gambling or 
drinking suggested, and the only explana- 
tion of this lapse on the part of the accused 
man was that he allowed his personal 
expenditure to exceed his income, which, 
salary and fees combined, amounted 
to abont £700 per year. With this one ex- 
ception, the accused man had proved himself 
a zealous and efficient official. He had lost 
his position, and could not again practice as 
a solicitor, so it was difficult to see how he 
could hope to earn a living in any respectable 
position in this country. 


A MARRIED MAN. 


Mr. Bacon pointed out that since his ap- 
pointment to the position of Under Sheriff 
the defendant got married, and now had one 
child. He was not now in a position to

EXFORD County Health Board has 
come to close quarters with the 
Free State Local Government Minister by 
its refusal, for the second time, to adept 
a scheme for medical ro of school 
children which was submitted by the 
recently appointed county medical officer, 
Dr. C. Bastrble. 

At a previous ‘meeting the Board 
approved of a scheme of immunisation that 
was presented by the county medical 
officer, but decided to adjourn the other 
scheme for twelve months. When the 
minutes of the meeting were received. by 
the Department, a letter was forwarded 
from the Minister to the Secretary of the 
Board stating that the Minister must 
insist on the Board carrying out its dufies 
by the establishment of a schools’ medical 
scheme which was mandatory. He (the 
Minister) had assented to a departure 
from the terms of the Public Bodies Order 
in order that the Board could formulate a 
supplementary estimate and demand for 
the service, and directing him (the decre- 
tary) to convene a special meeting of. the 
Board for that purpose, and to keep a 
careful record of the manner in which the 
members voted. 

At a special meeting of the Health 
Board which was held yesterday, . the 
Secretary. in reply to a query, stated that 
there was nothing defimite in the original 


letter of the Department, under which Dr. 
Bastible’s appointment was dealt with, as 
to the necessity for other appomtments. 

Mr. T. B. Dunbar, the Board's solicitor, 
said that he understood that the whole scheme 
must be accepted by the Board, and there 
could be no question of splitting it. 


IMPRACTICABLE. 
Dr. Bastible said that he had modified his 


scheme in such a way that he hoped it would 
meet, with the Board’s approval. The sug- 
gestion that he should carry out a schoo! inspec- 
tion scheme on his own was impracticable. There 
were 15,000 school children in the county, 
and he could not inspect ail of them and at 
the same time carry oul the necessary treat- 
ment of their ariments. . 

Mr. M. Doyle, Chairman of the County 
Council, said that they did not want any 
more doctorg in the county to deal with 
public health than they had already ap- 
pointed. They were led to believe that Dr. 
Bastible, when appointed, would attend to all 
the schools. They were not told at the 
beginning that the school medical scheme or 
the appointment of a county medical officer 
was mandatory.

Mr. J. Murphy stated it was not on account 
of popular opinion that the Board arrived 
at their decision. ‘‘ There is one thing which 
would never make me change my mind,” 
added Mr. Murphy, “ and that is the attitude 
of the Minister: that if we don’t do this he 
will make us do it. 

Mr. J. E. Walsh said that the thing which 
influenced him most was the attitude of the 
Minister. The scheme was all right if they 
could afford the cost of it. 

Miss N. O’Ryan, who favoured the seheme, 
said that the Minister thought he could take 
certain liberties in Wexford, which he could 
not afford to take in other counties, 

Mr. Murphy said that, as far as he could 
sec, the scheme was mandatory, and if they 
did not carry it out they would be dissolved.

To-morrow afternoon the Pope will 
broadcast from the Vatican wireless 
station, and his voice will be carried 
throughout Europe, -including the little 
corner. that is Ireland.

Impure Milk. 

A dreadful survey of the evils caused by 
contaminated milk was given in the House 
of Lords yesterday by Lord Moynihan, the 
famous Irish surgeon. The Earl of Iveagh 
said’ that, if he took all his lordship’s 
statements au pied de la lettre, he never 
would drink another drop of milk; and 
there is no doubt that in eold print the 
figures are appalling. «. According to Lord 
Moynihan, wo “fewer than 50,000 persons 
die in Britain every year from cancer, 
while the death.roll.from tuberculosis 1s 
100 per diem. A large percentage of the 
casualties are due directly to bad milk. 
and Lord Mornihan asserts that about 
70 per cent. of the cases of: tubercular 
boned and foints, which plague the 
industrial population, arise from. this 
source. . There are three anda quarter 
millions ‘of milk-yielding. ‘cows 
Britain, 
at least one million of them are 
tubercular, and he contends. that no 
milk should be used for human consump 
{ion until it has been pasteurised. The 
value of milk as a food is so great that ite 
purity ought to be a prime concern of 
evety State. One quart of milk contains 
as much nutriment as a pound of lean 
meat or ten eggs, and its cheapness makes 
it easily available to the poorer classes 
Milk is a staple item of children’s diet, 
and in Ireland, as well as in England, 
dirty supplies are responsible for many of 
the infantile diseases wich dre so pre- 
valent among the people. Lord Moynihan 
has sugested the establishment of a Royal 
Commission in Britain to examine the 
whole «problem thoroughly; The Free 
State Government also would do well to 
take the matter in hand; for, although 
milk supplies in Southern Ireland, on the 
whole, are good, prosecutions for the sale 
of contaminated - milk are becoming 
alarmingly frequent. No mercy ought to 
be shown to tradespeople who sell bad 
milk ; they are dangers to the community. 
Pending the complete reform of the con- 
ditions under which it is sold 
public, however, housewives ought to take 
Lord Moynihan’s advice, and boil their 
milk before they give it to their children. 
Boiled milk: may be less pléasant to the 
taste, but it does not Cause tuberculosis.

Eros. 


About a fortnight ago the ting planet 
Eros was very near the earth. Normally 
he is the nearest of the planets, but on this 
occasion he was no further distant than 
16,500,000 miles, which, of course, is 
nothing. His proximity has caused he 
excitement among astronomers, who find -: 
it a handy means to measure the earth's 
distance from the sun. We do not know 
yet whether thia end has been attained, 
but a number of curious facts about Eros 
himself have. baen revealed incidentally. 
A message has arrived from Johannesburg 
which, when resolved into a form compre- 
hensible to the layman, states: that the 
planet is not a round globe, like his lurger 
companions in the Solar System, but is of 
a more ungainly shape [ros is so sinal] 
—he is only, on an average, from twenty 
to twenty-five miles aeross—that at the best 
of times he receives little light from the 
sun. Indeed, when he was so near 9 fort- 
night ago, his appearance was no brighter 
than that of a star of the seventh magni- 
tude—that.is to say, he was invisible to 
the naked-eye. Nevertheless, the intensity 
of his light,.small_as it is, varies in every 
54 hours—-the presumable period of his 
é“ turning over on himself’? Any such 
change is an unconstitutional departure for 
a planet, which, normally being round, re- 
flects the sun equally, or almost equally, 
from all. parts. It suggests that there 
must be soine reason why all sides of Eros 
do not shine with equal brightness. He 


‘probably must be, therefore, of irregular 


outline—perhaps, a mass of bare rock 
without an atmospheric frill. For so 
small a planet he has what writers who 
know no better call '' personality.”

invalid.

people, which looked towards ‘‘ The free- 
dom front of the National Socialists,’’ who 
again summoned the Reich’s President te 
dissolve the Reichstag. 


NATIONALS ALSO LEAVE. 

The declaration, which was made by the 
Nazi Deputy, Stoehr, was received with 
laughter by the Government Parties, and 
sercastic interjections by the Communists, 
but the German Nationals followed the 
example of the Nazis and also left the 
House as a protest against the “‘muzzling”’ 
of the Opposition parties. 

One result of the alteration of the 
Standing Orders in the Reichstag is that 
about one hundred and fifty Nazi and 
Communist Deputies will have to appear 
in the Courts for various offences, such 
as slander, rioting, etc., from which they 
have hitherto enjoyed parliamentary 
immunity, of which they always took the 
fullest advantage. |
